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Chicago architect, 25, 
wins design contest for 
World War I memorial

A 25-year-old Chicago architect on Tuesday won 
an international design competition for a World 
War I memorial planned near the White House. 

Architect Joseph Weishaar and New York 
sculptor Sabin Howard led a team that prevailed 
in a design challenge that drew 360 entrants. 

The memorial is expected to cost $30 million 
to $35 million and is planned for a small, urban 
park on Pennsylvania Avenue. 

It is hoped that the memorial will be ready 
in November 2018 for the 100th anniversary 
of the end of the Great War, said Chris Isleib, 
a spokesman for the U.S. World War One Cen- 
tennial Commission. 

Weishaar is a project architect with 
Brininstool+Lynch in Chicago and a 2013 


graduate of the University of Arkansas at 
Fayetteville, his hometown. 

“It’s overwhelming, entirely,” Weishaar told 
the Chicago Tribune. “Just even making it to 
the second round of the competition was en- 
tirely overwhelming. It’s the greatest opportu- 
nity I’ve ever had in my life, and I’m enthralled 
to see where it goes.” 

His team and four other finalists were named 
in August after submissions from the U.S. and 
Europe, Asia and Australia, Isleib said. The five 
finalists each were given a $25,000 honorarium, 
he said. 

The winning design concept is called “The 
Weight of Sacrifice,” and each cubic foot of the 
memorial represents a U.S. soldier who died in 
the war: 116,516 in all. 

World War I, lasting from 1914 until Armi- 
stice Day in 1918, pitted Germany the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire and the Ottoman Empire 
against an alliance of Britain, France, the Russian 


Empire, Italy and, eventually the U.S. 

The 1. 8 -acre parcel where the memorial is to 
rise is now named Pershing Park for Gen. John 
J. Pershing, who commanded U.S. expedition- 
ary forces in the war. 

Another Chicago firm, STL Architects, led 
one of the other teams to reach the finals. 

So far, about $1 million has been raised for the 
memorial, which is to be erected largely with 
private funds, according to Isleib. The Pritzker 
Military Museum & Library in Chicago gave 
the centennial commission a $5 million gift, but 
that is going toward the creation and staffing of 
an office, educational programs and matching 
grants, he said. 

A number of entities, including the National 
Park Service, must sign off on a final design. Al- 
ready critics charge that the five finalists’ design 
concepts would destroy the work of the park’s 
original creator, modernist landscape architect 
M. Paul Friedberg.

As Obamacare deadline nears, 
sign up and avoid tax penalty

Open enrollment for 
marketplace health 
insurance ends Sun- 
day, and if you want to 
dodge a tax penalty 
now is the time to 
sign up. 

For anyone who 
enrolls between now 
and Sunday, coverage 
will start March i. 

But you’ll still avoid 
the penalty which 
this year is as much as 
$695 per adult, or 2.5 percent of household 
income, whichever is greater. (Last year, the 
penalty was only $325 per adult, or 2 percent 
of income.) 

If you’re young and worried about 
affording health insurance, tax credits can 
help lower the cost of monthly premiums. 
And consider this: The Kaiser Family 
Foundation, a nonprofit that studies health 
care, estimates that, of today’s uninsured, 

3.5 million could earn enough credits for free 
coverage in 2016 or pay less than the cost of 
the penalty 

“It’s worth taking a look,” said Karen Pol- 
litz, a senior fellow at KFF. 


GET A TAX CREDIT 

To get started, go to healthcare.gov, the 
federal marketplace’s website. There you can 
search for plans available in your state and 
calculate potential tax credits. 

Credits are based on your income and fam- 
ily size, as well as the cost of a midlevel health 
plan in your area. 

According to government estimates, nearly 
80 percent of those who are uninsured and 
eligible for coverage through the market- 
place will qualify for a tax credit in 2016. To 
figure out your tax credit, use calculators 
at healthcare.gov or kff.org/interactive/ 
subsidy-calculator. 

But you must sign up by Sunday Other- 
wise the only other chance to buy insurance 
for 2016 is after a qualifying life event, such as 
marriage, divorce or a new job. 


COMPARE PLANS 

The monthly premium for health insurance 
will vary based on your age, location and 
how much of your other health care costs 
(co-pays and deductibles, for example) you’re 
willing to cover. Whichever plan you choose, 
though, you can apply your tax credit toward 
the monthly premium. 

“The credit is like a gift card that you can 
spend on any plan,” Pollitz said. 

Be sure to consider all potential costs. 

Plans with lower premiums tend to have 
higher out-of-pocket expenses. 

“If you’re going to use health care services 
a lot, those out-of-pocket charges can add up 
quickly,” said Erin Hemlin, national training 
director for Loung Invincibles, an advocacy 
group for young adults. 

REVIEW WHAT YOU HAVE 

What if you bought insurance last year? By 
now, you should have received a notice of 
renewal. If the plan is available for 2016 — and 
you did nothing— you likely were re-enrolled 
automatically for 2016. 

But you can make changes to existing cov- 
erage until Sunday, and it’s worth shopping 
around. 

Your doctor, for example, may have 
switched networks. As insurers compete 
for new business, you may find a cheaper 
policy from another provider. If your income 
changes, the size of your subsidy has also 
likely changed. And if your plan was discon- 
tinued, you’ll have to pick new insurance. 

GET HELP 

If you need help selecting a plan or exploring 
other insurance options, enrollment assis- 
tance programs or health insurance brokers 
are available. To find help, go to healthcare, 
gov. For brokers, check out online market- 
places like eHealth.com and Getlnsured.com. 
The services are free.

LOCAL ACTIVISTS PUSH 
FORGENDER-NEUTRAL 
BATHROOMS IN CITY

Tara Crockett feels uncomfortable en- 
tering a women’s restroom. It reminds 
the Oregon State University student 
activist, who does not identify as male 
or female, that the world often doesn’t 
recognize everyone. 

Standing in front of two gender-neutral 
bathrooms at the recent National LGBTQ 
Task Force conference in Chicago, Crockett, 
who uses the pronouns they/them, said gen- 
dered restrooms are unwelcoming. 

“It doesn’t feel good,” they said. “I’m re- 
minded of the gender binary that enforces the 
erasure of me.” 

For many transgender and gender-non- 
conforming people, finding and using public 
restrooms is less a relief than an anxious task. 
They fear harassment or attack for their ap- 
pearance. Many use apps like Refuge Rest- 
rooms, an online database of gender-neutral 
bathrooms, to find a safe place to go. 

Mickey Mahoney founder of the Chicago 
Restroom Access Project, has a simple solu- 
tion to provide safe facilities to people who 
need them: Convert any single-occupancy 
restroom in Chicago to gender-neutral by 
changing the sign on the door. 

That’s why at this year’s Creating Change 
Conference at the Hilton Chicago on South 
Michigan Avenue, each tote bag that the 
thousands of attendees from across the coun- 


try received at registration included a survey 
with four proposed designs for a new sign. The 
designs (pictured on Page 6) are a toilet, a man 
and woman, and head and shoulder silhou- 
ettes with the phrases “for all restroom” and 
“for all toilet.” All of the signs include chang- 
ing table and disability access logos. 

A workshop on bathroom access was held 
at the conference on Saturday 

“In general, this is to have a safer space for 
everyone,” Mahoney said. 


YOU CAN WEIGH IN 

Go to the Pride Action Tank Facebook 
page, which is affiliated with the Chicago 
Restroom Access Project, and take the 
survey (posted Jan. 15) to pick your favor- 
ite gender-neutral sign. Once a design is 
selected, the activist group will offer the 
signs to local businesses, schools, nonprof- 
its and government offices in Chicago. The 
survey will be open until March 1. 


Other cities addressing issue with new laws

The issue of gender-neutral public bathrooms 

isn’t just being tackled in Chicago. 

Earlier this year, New York joined Washing- 
ton; Philadelphia; San Francisco; Austin, Texas; 
and a number of other U.S. cities that have 
passed bills that make all single-occupancy city 
bathrooms gender-neutral. Some require new 
buildings and renovations to include gender- 
neutral bathrooms. Last fall, Evanston’s City 
Council passed an ordinance requiring gender- 
neutral bathrooms in public spaces in some 
instances, such as when a facility has only a 
single-occupancy restroom. The Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration has added 
gender-neutral restrooms to its list of best 
practices. In April, the White House added a 
gender-neutral bathroom. 

Mickey Mahoney founder of the Chicago 
Restroom Access Project, said that eventually 
he would like to see a similar policy in Chicago. 


Sasha Buchert, an attorney at the Transgen- 
der Law Center whose firm helped develop 
the San Francisco bill, said gender-neutral re- 
strooms are for more than just transgender or 
gender-nonconforming people. They also are 
for parents of small children of a different gen- 
der and caretakers of the elderly and disabled 
who may assist someone using the restroom. 

“It’s a common-sense, no-cost solution to a 
common problem,” she said. 

Stacey Long Simmons, director of public 
policy and government affairs at the National 
LGBTQ Task Force, said the absence of digni- 
ty and safety for transgender and gender-non- 
conforming people is an issue. She said that 
transgender men and women often cannot use 
the bathroom of the gender they identify with 
and also are turned away from the restrooms 
they are allowed to use. 

“Trans women wanting to access a female 
restroom are told, ‘No, you don’t look like the 


kind of female we want in our restrooms,’ ” 
she said. 

A Washington-based study from the Wil- 
liams Institute found that transgender peo- 
ple’s negative experiences in public restrooms 
have a negative impact on their education, 
employment, health and participation in 
public life. In that study, 58 percent of respon- 
dents said they had avoided going out in pub- 
lic because of the lack of safe restroom facili- 
ties, and 54 percent reported health problems 
related to avoiding public restrooms, such as 
dehydration and infections. 

Some bills have targeted transgender peo- 
ple. In December, Jim Tomes, a Republican 
state senator from Indiana, proposed a bill that 
would prohibit transgender people from using 
bathrooms and locker rooms that do not con- 
form to their gender at birth. The bill would 
send offenders to jail for a year and fine them 
as much as $5,000.

THIS IS ALL I KNOW’ 


DESPITE INJURY, NOAH 
HOPING TO REMAIN 
ON BULLS’ ROSTER

The Bulls had an interested observer during 
practice Tuesday as Joakim Noah sat on the 
sidelines with his left arm in a sling following 
last week’s shoulder surgery 

“It’s getting better every day” said Noah, 
who dislocated the shoulder Jan. 14 and un- 
derwent surgery Jan. 19 in New York. “It’s 
tough being out here just watching everybody 
compete. I just want to be out there playing.” 

That won’t happen for a long time— likely 
until next season— and may never happen 


again with Noah in a Bulls uniform. He is an 
unrestricted free agent following the season, 
and his return is in doubt as the Bulls’ roster 
figures to get an overhaul during the summer. 

Still, Noah expressed a desire to return to 
the Bulls. 

“I hope so,” he said. “Right now, I’m not 
trying to focus on the future. I just had 
season-ending surgery last week, but this is 
all I know. I’m looking forward to see what 
the guys are doing, and just right now it’s all 
about taking a step back and just focusing on 
getting healthy and then we’ll go from there.” 

Noah acknowledged that suffering such a 
devastating injury with free agency looming 
is not an ideal situation. 


“It’s not easy, but I know there are people 
out there it’s a lot harder for {so} I’m not 
complaining,” Noah said. “It’s all about how 
you bounce back. I just want to prove that I 
have a lot more basketball in me. 

“It’s very humbling to go through injuries,” 
he added. “As an athlete, the last thing you 
want [is] to prepare yourself for a long sea- 
son and then get hurt. But it’s part of it. It’s 
tough, but I’ll bounce back.” 

Noah returned from New York on Monday 
and said he plans to be around the team dur- 
ing his recovery, though he won’t travel with 
the Bulls during their seven-game road trip 
that begins Thursday night against the Lak- 
ers in Los Angeles. 


“I just have to take it week by week and 
focus on my progress,” Noah said. “The guys 
are going to be gone for a couple of weeks. 
I’m going to work on getting my shoulder 
stronger and when I can ... I want to be out 
here. 

“This is all I know. I’ve been here nine 
years. I’ve been injured before. Maybe not in 
this position and situation but I’m looking 
forward to being around the guys.” 

Coach Fred Hoiberg said Noah spoke with 
teammates during practice and is a welcomed 
addition to practices. 

“Jo is going to bring energy,” Hoiberg said. 
“He’s the leader of this team so to have him 
around is a boost to our team.”

‘Grease Live’ not cleaning up its act

The creators of “Grease Live!” are planning some changes to 
the Broadway musical that inspired it, but don’t worry The 
show will still be plenty naughty 


“Rizzo does still have a preg- 
nancy scare,” Vanessa Hudgens, 
who plays the tough girl in the 
nostalgic musical set at a 1950s 
high school, said of her charac- 
ter in the new version, which is 
scheduled for Fox on Sunday “It’s 
still there,” Hudgens added dur- 
ing a recent session at the Tele- 
vision Critics Association press 
tour in Pasadena. 

A lot of other stuff is still in 
there too, like the boys using off- 
color language to describe their 
cars and asking in song whether 
heroine Sandy (Julianne Hough 
of “Dancing With the Stars”) 
“put up a fight” when boyfriend 
Danny (Aaron Tveit) put the 
moves on her. Pop star Carly Rae 
Jepsen co-stars as Frenchy one of 
the “Pink Ladies” in Rizzo’s gang. 

“That’s still in there,” Carlos 
PenaVega, who plays Danny’s 
buddy Kenickie, said of the “Did 
she put up a fight?” line from the 
tune “Summer Nights.” 

Such language may not have 
raised eyebrows in 1972, when the 
Jim Jacobs-Warren Casey musical 
hit Broadway or in 1978, when 
the movie version opened with 
John Travolta and Olivia Newton- 
John starring. 

In the post-Bill Cosby era, 
however, such lines might hit 
clinker notes. But Hudgens said 
it was important to keep the 


sexual themes of the show, be- 
cause how young people handle 
sexuality has a lot to do with what 
“Grease” is about. 

“Even though it has this fun 
lightheartedness about it, there’s 
some real stuff going on,” Hud- 
gens told reporters. 

Producer Marc Platt said the 
language will keep an “appropri- 
ate edge,” although a few of the 
sharper lines might be toned 
down a bit for a live prime-time 
telecast. The cast has been re- 
hearsing for the live event on a 
soundstage on the Warner Broth- 
ers studio lot in Burbank, Calif. 

As it happens, “Grease” has 
undergone a lot of tinkering over 
the years. A “school version” of 
the show— designed to make it 
more family-friendly — eliminat- 
ed Rizzo’s pregnancy scare en- 
tirely The movie version added 
new songs by John Farrar, includ- 
ing the hit “You’re the One That 
I Want,” and a title song by Barry 
Gibb— none of which was in the 
Broadway version. 

Platt said the new Fox version 
would stitch the best elements of 
the various versions together and 
try to arrive at something defini- 
tive, at least for TV 

“We’re doing what we think is 
the best version of ‘Grease’ that 
fits a live television format,” Platt 
said.

How to keep houseplants healthy 
through the cold, gloomy winter

Difficult growing conditions like lower light 
levels, dry air, shorter days and cool tempera- 
tures can put stress on houseplants in the win- 
ter. It’s important to adjust your maintenance 
schedule to allow for these winter conditions 
in the home and keep your plants healthy 

Improper watering in winter typically 
causes the most trouble. Most houseplants 
require less water and much less, if any, fer- 
tilizer, because they slow their growth dur- 
ing this semi-dormant winter period. Most 
houseplants should be allowed to mostly dry 
out before you water them in the winter. Poke 
your finger a couple of inches into the root 
zone to determine when the plant is dry— 
don’t just spot-check the surface. 

Another way to check the need for watering 
is to lift the pot, since dry growing medium is 
lighter than wet. Plants that are in humidified 
rooms will not need water as often. 

Succulent plants, such as cactuses and jade 
plants, will be in winter dormancy and require 



bright light but very cool conditions with no 
water for up to two months. Overwatering 
will create soft brown patches on stems and 
foliage. Potted citrus and ferns, though, will 
need more consistently moist soil in winter. 

When you do water, never allow plants 
to sit overnight in water that collects in the 
drainage saucer. Look up your plant’s water 
needs if you are unsure how much to water. 

With the lower light levels in winter, you 
may need to shift plants to new locations that 
are closer to a window or near one with more 
light exposure. For example, a houseplant that 
is kept near a sunny eastern or northern win- 
dow in summer may benefit from a southern 


or western window in winter. Try moving your 
plants if you observe signs of response to low 
light such as leggy growth. Remove dust from 
leaves with a kitchen sprayer or by gently wip- 
ing them off with a moist cloth so they can 
make maximum use of available light. You can 
also add artificial light with bulbs designed to 
enhance plant growth. Position the grow lights 
4 to 12 inches away from the plants. 

Most houseplants prefer temperatures 
between 65 and 75 degrees Fahrenheit dur- 
ing the day with cooler night temperatures 
and will suffer if temperatures drop below 
50 degrees. Avoid placing plants where there 
are hot or cold drafts. Putting extra space be- 
tween your plants and exterior windows dur- 
ing winter can reduce cold damage. 

Make a focused effort to remove any spent 
flowers, dead leaves or branches and any yel- 
lowing leaves. More aggressive pruning and 
repotting is best done in spring.
